CHAPTER 92: Junked Motor Vehicles

(A) A vehicle that does not display a current license plate and
1) Is partially dismantled or wrecked; or
2) Cannot be self-propelled or move in the manner in which it was intended.

An owner can have up to two junked motor vehicles, but they must be in the rear yard and concealed
from a public street by an acceptable car cover.

Fats, Oils and Grease (FOG) Ordinance
Background:

Sanitary sewer overflows are a serious environ-
mental problem and are a violation of the Clean
Water Act. A large percentage of sewer over-
flows and backups are caused by misuse of the
collection system by the public. Fats, Oils and
Grease (FOG) can solidify in the pipe and cause
stoppages. The Federal Government through the State of
North Carolina is requiring utilities to meet minimum opera-
tion standards through a permit process. The Collection Sys-

tem Permit requires a FOG Ordinance to address this problem.

Operating at or above this minimum standard provides some
protection from fines and liability for property damage.

Most open burning illegal in NC

N orth Carolina law prohibits most open burning be-
cause the smoke from outdoor fires can cause serious
health problems and pollute the air. It is illegal to burn
trash and other non-

sance. Other allowable burn-
ing includes fireplaces, campfires, outdoor barbecues and
bonfires for festive occasions. Landowners may be allowed
to burn vegetation to clear land or clean up storm debris,
but they should check first with the Division of Air Quality
in Winston-Salem.

The Division of Air Quality enforces open burning regula-
tions. Violators can be fined up to $25,000 per violation.
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
